3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant has correctly pointed out that the applied reference JP 08-226845 
(JP'845) does not disclose "a dispensing chute operable to temporarily store the dry 
ingredients discharged from the weighing buckets and to supply the packaging 
mechanism with the dry ingredients through an open/close damper at elevated speed" 
(lines 9-14 on page 7 of the remarks filed 5/31/2006). Although the prior art of record 
such as JP 10-318824 discloses a dispensing chute for discharging weighed ingredients, 
the reference does not disclose and/or teach an open/close damper through which the 
ingredients in the dispensing chute is discharged; and it would not have been obvious to a 
skilled person in the art to have provided such open/close damper to the dispensing chute 
to temporarily store the ingredients in the dispensing chute prior to discharging the 
ingredients to the packaging mechanism which ensures proper discharge of the 
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ingredients into containers formed in the packaging mechanism. Thus, the combination, 
as claimed in claim 1, including the dispensing chute with an open/close damper has 
defined the claimed invention over the prior art of record.
